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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's after final amendment filed on 2/27/06 is acknowledged. 

Status of Claims 

2. Claims 1 , 4, 14, 21 , 23 and 49 have been amended. 

Claims 2-3, 5-13, 15-20, 22, 24-48 and 50-57 have been cancelled. 
Claims 1 , 4, 14, 21 , 23 and 49 are under examination. 

Claim Rejection - 35 U.S. C. 112, first paragraph withdrawn 

3. In view of cancellation of claims and amendment to claims 1 , 4, 14, 21 , 23 and 49, the 
written description rejection and enablement rejection under U.S.C. 112, first paragraph are 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 withdrawn 

4. In view of cancellation of claims and amendment to claimsl, 4, 14, 21, 23 and 49, the 
rejection made under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by McOrist et al, Infect 

Immun. 1989 March; 57 (3): 957-962 is withdrawn as the prior art does not disclose the claimed 
isolated recombinant polypeptide comprising the amino acid sequence encoded by the Sodc 
nucleotide sequence of p-ALK14, ATCC 2071551. 

Remarks 

5. The instant claims 1, 4, 14, 21, 23 and 49, define a novel recombinant immunogenic 
polypeptide (Lintracellularis Sodc polypeptide) comprising the amino acid sequence encoded 
by the Sodc encoding nucleotide sequence of p-ALK14, ATCC 2071551 (see SEQ.ID.N02). 
The claimed polypeptide is immunogenic and therefore it could be used as a diagnostic agent, 
or as a candidate therapeutic agent for treatment of intestinal disease, porcine proliferative 
enteropathy (PPE) in pigs and birds caused by Lawsonia intracellularis. 

6. Claims 1,4, 14, 21, 23 and 49 are allowed and have been renumbered as 1-6 
respectively.
